The back 
design is also nicely centered. All Vermont notes are very rare 
and most known examples are in extremely low grade. The 
majority of the known examples have been pieced together from 
several different notes, often of different denominations. They 
were printed on thin, weak paper that quickly disintegrated in 
circulation. Their scarcity is due to the fact that only a single 
issue was emitted, and that issue, authorized in February 1781, 
had its legal tender status revoked after a little more than a year 
in circulation. Their scarcity also was increased by the fact that 
these notes retained their validity for tax payments, but the 
Vermont Treasury was denied the right to reissue the notes and 
they were burned when received for tax payments. This strongly 
embossed example has had a few nicely performed split repairs.

(the day war was declared on Germany and the Central Powers) and July 1, 1919, with $1 per day awarded for service within the United States 
and $1.25 awarded for service abroad. The awards were set to pay a maximum of $1,500 with the accrued interest over a twenty year period, but 
were not to be cashed until 1945. The economic stress caused by the Great Depression saw a demand by many veterans to cash out their cer- 
tificates early, and in 1932 the so-called “Bonus Army” marched on Washington to press this demand. It was not until 1936 that the Congress 
passed a bill which the President signed allowing veterans to convert these certificates to Adjusted Service Bonds and redeem their bonuses 
sooner. Few of these Certificates exist because the law demanded their surrender before the new bonds would be issued. Experts say that fewer 
than a dozen are known, and this is only the second that we have handled.

We are privileged to be able to offer the personal archives of two members of the “First 
Family” of the close knit fraternity of security engravers and artists from the Golden Age 
of security printing. The Smillie Family Archives document the work and careers of James 
Smillie and his eldest son, James D. Smillie. In 2000, we were similarly honored to offer the 
archives of G.F.C. Smillie, the nephew of James Smillie, which included over 1,000 vignettes 
and other related memorabilia. That auction proved to be very popular with collectors and 
remains one of the most active subject areas of our Make Offer to Owner program. 


This archive consists of over 1,000 die proof vignettes, progress proofs, and also includes a 
number of scrapbooks belonging to both James Smillie and his eldest son James D. Smillie. 
These scrapbooks are a treasure trove for the specialist, containing an eclectic assortment 
of items ranging from the original indenture covering James Smillie’s apprenticeship with 
James Johnston at the tender age of 12 in 1819, to the American Bank Note Co. memo- 
rial which was produced after his death in 1885, as well as hundreds of prints, previously 
unpublished uncut sheets of proof obsolete bank notes, stock certificates, world bank notes, 
and other things that either Smillie or his son simply found interesting. In addition there 
are also smaller selections of die proof vignettes done by other engravers including W.W. 
Rice, J.W. Casilear, Charles Burt, Alfred Jones, and Louis Delnoce. 


James Smillie was born in Edinburgh, Scotland in 1807 and was, as previously mentioned, 
indentured at the age of twelve to be an apprentice for James Johnston, a silversmith and 
engraver. In 1821, the Smillie family immigrated to Quebec, Canada. In 1827 James was 
sent back to London and Edinburgh where he furthered his engraving studies. After 
returning to Quebec in 1829, Smillie soon moved to New York City and began his com- 
mercial career, engraving plates for the likes of A.B. Durand and the New York Mirror. By 
1836, he became affiliated with Draper, Toppan & Longacre and, by 1841, had moved on 
to Rawdon, Wright & Hatch. By 1861, National Bank Note Co. had Smillie on staff and he 
remained there until approximately 1866-68, at which time he made his final career move 
to American Bank Note Co. James Smillie passed away on December 4, 1885. 


James D. Smillie, James’ eldest son, was born in 1833. He studied with his father and ini- 
tially worked for Jocelyn, Draper, Welsh & Co. After three years at American Bank Note 
Co., he went to Europe in 1862 to paint, finding that pursuit more fulfilling than engraving 
security documents. However, he contin- 
ued to provide art to the bank note com- 
panies and collaborated with his father 
on various projects thereafter. He passed 
away on September 14, 1909. 


We are confident that both engraving 
enthusiasts, as well as bank note collec- 
tors and historians, will find this offer- 
ing a unique opportunity to own a piece 
of history from one of the most prolific 
families in the security printing business 
whose accomplishments occupy thirteen 
full pages in the standard reference on 
this subject, Gene Hessler’s The Engraver's 
Line.

In working through the Smillie archives, a number of intriguing and historic die proof vignettes were discovered. We have pulled together four 
vignettes that have particular significance to Civil War numismatics both North and South. These die proofs are printed on India paper mount- 
ed on die-sunk card stock and are in lovely original condition. 
Die proof designated AMERICA / NATIONAL BANK NOTE CoO. N.Y. below the image. NBNC pressed this vignette into service to produce 
the Cr. T-3 Confederate States of America $100 at the very beginning of the Civil War. The vignette was also used on a number of other obsolete 
bank notes and fiscal instruments before, during, and after the war both North and South 
Die proof designated COTTON FIELD / NATIONAL BANK NOTE CoO. N-Y. below the vignette. Because it was immediately available, NBNC 
also pressed this vignette into service to produce the Cr.

The final die proof, which depicts a allegorical representation of Columbia or America or some similar personification sitting on a cannon, is 
untitled. The annotations, however, tell the story. James D. Smillie was the designer and his father, James Smillie was the engraver circa 1863-64. 
The story on the back of the die proof proves to be quite interesting: 

“This drawing was supposed to be allegorical & was made by me [cataloger’s note: James D. Smillie] in answer to 

a call for a vignette “full of meaning” to be used upon one of the government issues. It was selected from among 

other competing designs by some Treasury official at Washington & altho’ I made it for the Am Bank Note Co. it 

was given to the National Bnk Note Co. & Engd by Father” [cataloger’s note: James Smillie]

A Pair of Die Proofs of Crawford’s Freedom by Owen G. Hanks 1859 

A pair of die proofs printed on India paper and mounted on die-sunk cardstock comprise this group. These two examples depict two variants 
of the vignette of Crawford’s Freedom. The first has a background of rays and clouds and is designated AMERICA / AMERICAN BANK NOTE 
CO. No. 148 beneath the image. A pencilled notation at the bottom of the card gives further insight into this iconic figure, indicating that “this 
die + one with dark background are the same engraving.” The second die proof has a plain black background and is what was used on a sig- 
nificant number of obsolete notes as well as on the 1861 $5 Demand Notes (Fr. 1-3) and the 1862-63 $5 Legal Tender Notes (Fr. 61-63). Owen G. 
Hanks is also identified as the engraver, circa 1859, the year that the statue finally arrived in Washington, on both die proofs. 

Thomas Crawford was commissioned to produce a statue that was to stand high atop the new U.S. Capitol dome in 1854. He and then Secretary 
of War Jefferson Davis, who had been charged with overseeing the construction and remodeling of the Capitol, clashed over the head covering 
for the statue; Crawford had proposed a liberty cap while Davis insisted on a military helmet. Davis felt that the liberty cap was the old Roman 
symbol for an emancipated slave and was therefore inappropriate and eventually had his way. The statue was not actually installed atop the 
dome until 1863. 

This pair of extremely rare die proof vignettes will make wonderful additions to any collection of federal or obsolete paper money. The black 
background die proof is in nice original condition while the “rays and clouds” variant has a bit of light damp staining along the right margin, 
far from the image.

We sold this excessively rare note as part of the Tom Flynn collection, where we noted “An exceptionally rare Jeffries-Spinner note from a bank 
of great historical importance. Although this institution was only in business for ten years before liquidating in 1878, it and the city it was head- 
quartered in were intimately associated with the building of the transcontinental railway, as Council Bluffs had been designated by President 
Lincoln as the eastern terminus of the line. Grenville Dodge, a Council Bluffs native and former U.S. Congressman and Civil War general, 
served as Chief Engineer of the Union Pacific line during its construction. This bank was organized while the railroad was still under construc- 
tion, and took its name from that effort. When General Dodge resigned his position with the Union Pacific, he became President of this bank, 
serving for the last six years of its existence. As described above, this piece bears the very rare Jeffries-Spinner signatures, which were issued 
by just a literal handful of banks organized in late 1868 and early 1869. The reason this signature combination is so rare is that this period was 
the only one between 1863 and 1935 that charters were unavailable to most banks which applied, a situation which came about when the 300 
million dollars which Congress had originally appropriated to secure the national currency were fully subscribed, and before Congress raised 
the limit. During that short interregnum, it was necessary for a bank to close and release its bonds before a new bank could open. With just a 
handful of closures during this period, it is no wonder that the Jeffries-Spinner signature combination is easily the most difficult to obtain of 
any used on Nationals.

The only double denomination to escape into the wild from the confines of the BEP since the 1950s. The news of these “$30” notes coming out 
of Houston hit in the summer of 1978 and sent one Dallas paper money collector/teller to go through an insane amount of $20 packs looking 
for the Holy Grail. Alas, your cataloguer was unsuccessful, yet an August 9, 1978 Coin World and other related articles were saved in a currency 
scrapbook. Reported in the articles was that it was believed by the BEP that ten sheets had been printed with the double denominations. The 
Dallas Federal Reserve Bank retrieved 160 examples from a still sealed BEP shipment, while the Houston Branch of the Dallas Fed was able to 
corral another 120 specimens. These 280 notes were returned to the BEP for destruction. Many of the remaining errors went unnoticed and 
were eventually withdrawn from circulation and destroyed in the course of normal banking procedures. Today, double denominations always 
create excitement and they have rightfully earned their “King of Errors” title. (25,000-30,000)

This note was from a merchant business run by 
James and H. M’Landburgh who are believed to be the sons of 
one of Chillicothe’s pioneer merchants, John McLandburgh who 
died in 1821. New. This is one of three known.

This 
counterfeit $10 has a banker’s stamp from Hutchings & Co., a 
Louisville, KY Exchange Banking firm, located at 457 Main 
Street in Louisville. It is unclear whether this stamp attested to 
the note’s perceived genuineness or to the fact that it was a coun- 
terfeit.

The note, which sports a red back, grades Very 
Good-Fine with a small divot missing out of the bottom margin 
and a couple of small inconsequential body holes.

By 1804, 
thanks to a charter provision allowing it to do so, the company 
was a bank first and an exporting firm second...or third. By 1807, 
the exporting business was a fleeting memory. The bank ceased 
active business in 1822 and remained dormant until 1834 when 
it was resuscitated. It collapsed in January 1842 and was one 
of the causes of the Great Cincinnati Bank Riot of that year. 
Looters rifled the bank’s offices and managed to get into the 
vault where they found $218,000 in company notes and $1,261 
in specie.

Your cataloger has 
never been too successful in identifying the counterfeits and was 
relieved that someone neatly labeled this note a counterfeit on 
the back. Still an attractive example, this note grades Very Fine 
and is the plate note in the state catalog.

Sometimes it is amazing that two such closely related items can 
be reunited after almost two hundred years. This is the Draper, 
Underwood, Bald & Spencer paste up proposal for the $3 note in 
this auction from this bank. It is obvious that DUBS had recom- 
mended a medallion portrait but was asked by the bank to sub- 
stitute a steamboat. Based on the notes written on the medallion 
head, two portraits of Franklin were further substituted for two 
portraits of Washington. The medallion head folds over the back 
of the model. As if it makes a lot of difference, this model grades 
Fine. 4 POCs.

Cleveland, OH- The Commercial Bank of Lake Erie $5 Sep. 1, 
1832 C42 Wolka 0720-21 

Apparently a counterfeit, although a good one (there is no dot 
on the “i” in “Directors”), this note was placed in circulation the 
year that the bank was revived, in 1832. It is in lovely Very Fine 
condition with not a hint of damage or repairs.

This bank was one of a class of banks, collectively known as 
Ohio State Stock Banks, created by the state legislature in 1851. 
The bank opened in 1851 and continued in business until some- 
time after the Civil War. The small amount of outstanding 
circulation is indicated by the fact that the bank’s bond given 
to secure later redemptions was only $3,000 and was returned 
to the bank’s principals in 1868. Notes for all of the banks were 
printed from a special half inch thick plate which had an open- 
ing for the insertion of a tombstone “slug” which contained the 
bank name. These slugs were interchangeable so that all of the 
banks could use a single plate. Genuine notes from any of these 
banks are almost non-existent. While the $1 note, which grades 
Good with a missing end and body tears, has been subjected to 
extensive circulation it is Genuine as evidenced by the fact that it 
is on watermarked paper. It is one of only three Genuine exam- 
ples known from all of the seventeen Ohio State Stock Banks. 
The hand drawn rendition of this note is clearly contemporary 
to the period but its purpose is unknown. While someone went 
to some amount of effort to produce it, it is clearly not up to 
the standards of a bank note company’s work. The consignor 
suggests that it might be the quick sketch made by an engraver 
or plate production person at Rawdon, Wright Hatch & Edson, 
Cincinnati and served as a reference to what the note layout was 
supposed to look like. It appears that this art may have been 
severed and rejoined on the left fold line. There are two stamp 
hinge reinforcements on the back. An intriguing piece worthy of 
further research.

Both of these notes bear the 
vice presidential signature of J.R. Finn whose primary duty was 
to sign each and every note from every branch of denominations 
below $5. Both notes have been cancelled showing that they were 
redeemed but evaded the furnace which was supposed to be the 
fate of all redeemed notes. For such a large branch, it is unusual 
that only three notes of this variety from this branch are in 
collector hands although it was unknown to Haxby. The notes 
grade Fine and Very Fine with punch cancellations. We have not 
offered this issue from this branch before.

These two notes are difficult to call as either genuine or coun- 
terfeit examples. Some details are a bit borderline including the 
maidens’ faces and both portraits. If these are counterfeits, they 
are good ones and, in fact, would be new discoveries. If they 
are genuine (and they are presently counted as such), they are 
very scarce, with just three examples presently known in public 
hands plus one in the Western Reserve Historical Society col- 
lections. Both grade Very Good-Fine, with one having three 
diamond shaped punch cancels.

The Insurance Company’s 
failure in 1851 eventually took a toll on the bank, which closed 
in late 1854. Like a number of Ohio banks, it was later revived, 
ca. 1856-57. It then remained in business until 1863-64, redeem- 
ing notes until July 1, 1867. The amount of outstanding circula- 
tion is reflected in the $4,389.50 bond that was released to the 
bank’s guarantors in October, 1867. These three notes represent 
all of the notes known from an 1861 issue (all notes are stamped 
MARCH 1, 1861) that continued into January, 1862. Haxby was 
unaware of notes with the ABCo. monogram such as all three of 
these notes have. All three notes have seen extensive circulation 
but escaped redemption. They grade Very Good with the typical 
minor body holes, margin tears, divots, and rollovers associated 
with the grade. The unique $3 exhibits two small stains from 
previous mounting. All three notes exhibit nice red backs that 
are not oxidized.

1867 at which time the bank’s $4389.50 bond which was used to 
secure the redemption of notes was released back to the bank’s 
trustee.

It is presently the only example 
known of this particular design for the bank.

In any case, it 
is excessively rare, being only one of two examples known of 
any denomination of fractional scrip from this bank. While the 
note grades Good-Very Good, who knows when or if another 
example will appear.

The genuine note (serial 
number 727-C) has much more lifelike portrait details and two 
distinct white pebbles by the farmer’s left leg while the counter- 
feit has an almost cartoon-like appearance to the farmers face 
and is generally more muddled in appearance. The genuine note 
is unique for this branch and very rare as a genuine note even for 
the entire statewide network of forty-one branches. Both notes 
grade Very Good, with the genuine note having a small chunk 
missing out of the bottom margin by the dog head.

In 1833, it became the Dayton 
Bank and remained in business until its charter expired in 1843. 
All four notes are heavily circulated, grading anywhere from 
Fair to Good. They have their fair share of tears, missing pieces, 
holes and other indignities that come with these humble grades, 
but are excessively rare. The 12-1/2¢ note has two known 
examples, including one in the Cincinnati Historical Society, the 
25¢ note is presently believed to be unique, and the 50¢ notes are 
each represented by two examples in private hands. These are 
not really pretty, but then you may not see another for years, if 
ever again.

There are two known 
examples of the lower denomination note, with one being an 
illustration in the August, 1931 issue of The Numismatist, and 
only this example of the 50¢ design.

However, unlike most of its contemporaries, when faced with a 
refusal by the state legislature to issue such a charter, the orga- 
nizers, both prominent local citizens, immediately reversed 
course and redeemed all notes presented for payment. This 
attractive $1 printed by Abner Reed, was apparently never 
presented for payment and grades a pleasant Fine-Very Fine 
with no repairs or damage other than a tiny margin nibble in 
the upper left corner noted. There are four known examples, 
with one of those in the collection of the Cincinnati Historical 
Society.

One day when the “proprietors” were absent, 
the citizens broke into the firm’s office located in a room of 
Welch’s Hotel, piled all of the concern’s papers, furnishings, and 
other assets in the middle of the street, and burned everything 
to ashes. While Haxby lists the $5 as a counterfeit, your cataloger 
believes that these notes were simply crudely printed, with nei- 
ther sufficient time nor enough perceived value to attract coun- 
terfeiters. We are presently aware of three examples that escaped 
the bonfire nearly 200 years ago.

These 
three $1s represent the progression of note varieties after the 
Vice President started signing the lowest three denominations 
in 1855-56. The initial interim step was to add a manuscript “V” 
in front of “Prest.” On the example in this group, however, John 
Andrews, who was President, signed, suggesting that J.R. Finn, 
the Vice President, was perhaps either ill or out of town when 
notes needed to be signed. The next progression was to have 
“Vice Prest.” engraved. This can be seen on the note which was 
redeemed by the National Bank of Elyria. The final variety had

These notes 
grade Fine-Very Fine and Better, with the $1 having the stamp 
of the Bank of Cleveland and the $3 and the $10 stamped by the 
Exchange Bank of Cincinnati. The $5 is a Unique variety with 
“Exchange Bank of Cincinnati” being handwritten.

The 
fractional note is from the bank’s first period of activity and is 
the only known example of any fractional denomination from 
the bank. It grades Good and is backed by an unusual contem- 
porary drawing of an apparent auction. The $10 also grades 
Good, has been restored, and is clearly a counterfeit based upon 
the poor work on the cameo heads.

One other subtle 
detail tripped up the counterfeiter, he added J.R. Finn’s name as 
President; J.R. Finn was Vice President and when he signed $1s 
the title printed on the notes was Vice Prest. not Prest. There are 
two examples of the genuine $1 note with presidential signature 
presently known on this branch. Both notes grade Very Good-

It grades Very Fine with 5/8” horizontal fold split that will make 
no difference to serious collectors who understand that this

To add insult to injury, employees of the printer 
in Cincinnati ran off sheets of notes on a weekend and placed 
them in circulation with forged signatures. These two contem- 
porary counterfeits grade problem-free Very Good-Fine with 
clean straight margins and sharp corners.

A combination of both common and rare notes and a fiscal doc- 
ument comprise this lot. David King was a merchant doing busi- 
ness in Tarlton (sometimes spelled “Tarleton”) until he moved to 
Springfield in 1841. King continued to be a successful business- 
man after the move but died after contracting cholera while 
helping with the sick in August, 1849. The 12-1/2¢ note, which 
grades Very Good, is quite rare, with only two examples pres- 
ently known. The 50¢ and 75¢ notes are somewhat more com- 
mon; both grading Uncirculated. Perhaps the most poignant 
item in the grouping is a check dated August, 1849 payable at

John G. Breslin, the Ohio State Treasurer who 
embezzled hundreds of thousands of dollars from the state, 
deposited $12,000 in state funds with this institution nine 
months after its fraudulent nature was exposed. Both notes are, 
at least, attractive, with the $1 grading Extremely Fine and the 
$5 Uncirculated (with two faint areas of stamp hinge residue on 
the back). Scarce.

They are in nice original condi- 
tion unless otherwise noted. 
Die proof of a large yacht is designated beneath the vignette as 
“YACHT HOPE AMERICAN BANK NOTE CO. N.Y. 
Die proof of a vignette that, according to Roger H. Durand, is 
known as Mortar Boats, a NBNC vignette which was only incor- 
porated into the design of a single note, the $1 issue of the Bay 
State Mining Company of Eagle River, MI. Based on the issue 
date and the imprint of the note, this was done by James Smillie 
while he was working for NBNC between 1861 and 1868.

One group of die proofs in James Smillie’s archive was attributed 
to “Alfred Seely.” Based upon most of the material in the group, 
these vignettes are, of course, the work of Alfred Sealey (Sealy), 
a well known portrait engraver whose work included many 
famous personages portrayed on federal issues. At least seven of 
the nine die proofs which are part of this grouping have usage 
on either federal or obsolete bank notes. Each is printed on India 
paper and mounted on die-sunk card stock and is in nice origi- 
nal condition, with any significant exceptions noted. The spe- 
cialist is left to further research some of the attributions made to 
Sealey by Smillie which are presently at odds with the common 
wisdom as to the identity of the engraver. 

Die proof of a young female designated FANCY HEAD / 203 / 
AMERICAN BANK NOTE CO. N.Y. below the portrait. There 
is an intriguing annotation on the bottom of the card indicat- 
ing that this is “Miss Jocelyn”; perhaps Cornelia, the daughter 
of Nathaniel Jocelyn, an important early security engraver and 
printer and one of the founders of ABNC, who appeared (a dif- 
ferent pose) on at least one obsolete note from the Pittsfield Bank 
of Pittsfield, IL. 

Die proof of an unidentified gentleman designated AMERICAN 
BANK NOTE CO. No. 34 below the portrait. Penciled notation 
sets date as 1860. A finger print and a narrow band of light ton- 
ing on the left margin do not detract. 

Die proof of a beardless Abraham Lincoln designated as 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN / AMERICAN BANK NOTE CO. 123 
below the portrait. This portrait is known on a single obsolete 
note, the $5 issue of the Winsted Bank of Winsted, CT. When 
Lincoln grew his beard out just prior to his inauguration, this so- 
called “Cooper Union” portrait was itself rendered obsolete. the 
annotation “A. Seely 1861” appears in the lower right corner 

Die proof of a standing allegorical female designated below the 
vignette as PAINTING / AMERICAN BANK NOTE CO. 147 
Small penciled notations at the bottom indicate that “Seibler” 
(presently unknown) was probably the artist/designer while 
Sealey was the engraver ca. 1861. This vignette appears on the 
federal $10 Demand Notes and Legal Tender Notes of 1861-62. A 
narrow bank of light soiling or toning around the margins of the 
card 

Die proof of a young girl and her dog designated as THE PETS 
/ AMERICAN BANK NOTE CoO. 237 beneath the vignette. 
This note has usage on obsolete notes, with Durand and Hessler 
attributing the engraving to Charles Burt. A notation at the bot- 
tom of this card clearly credits Seely (sic) as the engraver. 

Die proof of two females designated as THE REAPERS / 
AMERICAN BANK NOTE CoO. No. 76 The initials J.D.S. James 
D. Smillie) on this card suggest the source which credits a 
“French print” as the source of this vignette and “A. Seely 1860” 
as the engraver.

Eddie Rickenbacker is an all-American, lauded as a war hero, 
a successful businessman, and even a race car driver. He first 
rose to fame as a World War I Ace, with a confirmed 26 aerial 
victories to his name, earning him the Medal of Honor and sev- 
eral Distinguished Service Crosses and other military accolades. 
This note was likely signed sometime around that time, using 
the Captain title. After the war, he started the Rickenbacker 
Motor Company, bought and sold The Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway, and served as President of Eastern Airlines. During 
his tenure as Eastern Airlines President he survived a fatal DC-3 
air crash near Atlanta and another B-17D crash in the Central 
Pacific. The latter crash occurred while he was volunteering his 
time to Ally causes by inspecting planes, airfields, and other 
installations. The crash at sea left the survivors adrift at sea for 
24 days. Without a doubt, Rickenbacker led a life that would 
seem to be hyperbole, even on the big screen. This Series 1917 
Ace was printed and issued in the midst of his WWI heroics and 
it is most likely that he signed the note at that time. There are 
three body folds and no real wear.
